It has come to our attention that a 
group of Fisher County citizens are in 
the process of trying to get a county- 
wide hospital district established in 
that 
county. 
A 
legal 
notice 
is 
currently being published in the 
Rotan Advance declaring their intent 
to apply to the Texas Legislature at 
its 
second 
special 
of 
the 
62nd 
Legislature later this month for the 
passage of an Act authorizing the 
creation of a Hospital District over all 
of Fisher County. 
While we don’t question the need of 
Fisher County to form a hospital 
district because they do need a new 
hospital, we do question 
their 
boundaries. 
If they form a county-wide hospital 
district it would bring their district 
right up to the very back door of 
Hamlin and would take in a lot of 
people who feel a closer relationship 
to Hamlin then they do to Rotan 
where any new hospital would likely 
be located. 
It is known at this time if the 
Governor 
will 
open this 
special 
session to such a bill but the odds are 
that if the bill is not contested it would 
likely be passed. 
It would be hoped that 
some 
compromise could be worked out with 
the people of Fisher County who are 
working on the hospital district to at 
least leave out that part of the county 
that is in the Hamlin Independent 
School District. 
It seems to be the concensus of 
opinion of everyone who has worked 
on our hospital problem that sooner or 
later Hamlin must form a hospital 
district. And with things going the 
way they are now, it would seem that 
we had better do it sooner rather than 
later or else we will not have any 
room left to make into a district. 
At the present it looks doubtful if we 
could come up with a district in time 
to get in this special session. Our 
best hope for the present at least is to 
have some people on hand in Austin 
when the bill for Fisher 
County 
comes up and try to trim the size of 
their district back to more nearly 
conform to their trade area. 
We are already faced with the 
problem of being cut off to the North 
by the Stonewall County District, to 
the East by Stamford’s District and 
there is some talk of Anson forming a 
district which would create problems 
to the South. 
The local citizens who are working 
on our hospital problems had hoped to 
wait until we got some doctors before 
worrying about a Hospital District 
but now it looks like this might have 
been a mistake.

This is a very sad time in our lives. 
This is our last week in Hamlin. My 
wife and I moved here 23 years ago. 
Our children were born and raised 
here. The hospital grew from 12 bed to 
a 42 bed institution. Our employees 
increased from nine to approximately 
84. Many of these employees have 
been with us most of the 23 years. We 
have respected and admired these 
associations very much. My practice 
of medicine in Hamlin has been ex­ 
tremely rewarding. 
I met and 
became friends with many neighbors 
and patients. After so many years of 
hard work in my practice, I have to 
move. My wife agreed to return with 
me to my home town of Cameron, 
Texas. A new clinic is presently under 
construction for me and another 
doctor. There are two new hospitals 
fully equipped and approved under 
Medicare regulations. Your ex­ 
pressions of respect and love were 
wonderful. My wife and I read them 
all, from the letters of the school 
children to the petition from the 
community with so many signatures

Moore led the field of four 
candidates in the May voting 
and held onto

showing in the second primary, 
polling 779 votes to Reid’s 367. 
Moore had 532 votes in the May 
voting to Reid’s 265. The two 
combined boxes in Hamlin gave 
Moore a 572 to 280 lead over

Dolph Briscoe, Uvalde County 
rancher and baker, was an easy 
victor over Frances Farenthold
